Taking the fat out of Federal networks is 
now a top priority. How to streamline net 
operations, while increasing productivity, 
is the focus of this key session. Those 
with net responsibilities will learn the 
latest techniques in performance 
measurement and discover the tools to 
evaluate how well the network can meet 
or exceed its design goals. Design 
improvements for load balancing and 
greater throughput will be emphasized. 
Methods of real-time response 
measurement will also be discussed. 
Attendees will be armed with strategies 
and tools to gain improved performance 
and productivity from existing nets.
